Effays in 
Learning, Improvement, Morality, 
Commerce, Religion, or other ufeful 
Things, whichio fall Manuals have 
oftentimes had good Effe& upon the 
World, and may fill—— And there- 
fore no doubt, when ever fuch a Thing 
cothés to be Debated, there will fome 
Exceptions be admitted, in Cafes not 
conceraing Government, Parties, or 
Politicks, or elf: Britain will do a 
Thing no Nation in the World. date

thay neither dire& them to, or fub- 
f{cribe them by any Name ——— This 
leaves them free to write wiat they 
a pleafe ; leaves them obnox‘ous to 
= no Law— even a Houle of Commons 
. cannot deal with them, for they can 
make no Man theAuthor, and no Man 
the Poblifher And if this does 
not firf or laft amount to a greater 
Evil than the publick Priots, whofe 
Authors are known, and who are an- 
fwerable for what they write, and may 
by a few Claufes, be made more liable ; 
then I have no forefight of Things, 
and I Icave this Teflimony of itto be 
prov’d by the Confequence, 
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| Thefe Things I offer to the Thoughts of 
thofe People only, who flitter chemfelves 
with the Happinefs of Silencing their Op- 
pofers by the Advanrageo: the Law, let 
them be of what Sidethey wil.

Moral ; the Copy-Right to which are B- 
ftates to many Families, and to preferve 
which Right from {Pyracy aod Snvafion,' a 
very Juft aad Necefiary Law was made laft 
Parliament, the Advantage of which is hap- 
pily found in many Cafes fince. . 

Befides thefe are to be confider’d the 
Proceedings in Law in our United Neigh- 
bours in Scotland, the'Briefs and States -of 
every Caufe in which Pedcecdisge: are 
done in Print, and muft be f8,"and a Tax 
cannot be laid on them, but it‘would’ ia- 
fringe the Articles of the Union ———— 
Innumerable other Cafes will clafk with 
the Defign of thefe Gentlemen ia a general 
Loading the leffer Publication of Things 
in Print And when they-come to 
puth their Proj-& in their own Way, they 
will find it. 

Mean Time, that fome Refiraint thould
